Atlanta,  Georgia 

ALEXANDER  H.  STEPHENS  RDA  &  MEM.  STATE  PARK. 

Sixty  buildings  have  been  re-roofed  at  this  State  Park.  Also  much  ground  improvement.  The  work  was  accom- 
plished by  prison  labor  and  the  lumber  used  was  cut  from  State  Park  property. 

VOGEL  STATE  PARK. 

The  concession  building  at  Vogel  was  enlarged  and  renovated.  New  stables  and  two  new  picnic  shelters  were 
built.    The  picnic  shelter  at  Nottley  Falls  was  re-roofed  and  practically  all  plumbing  at  Walasiyi  Inn  was  replaced 

GEORGIA  VETERANS  MEMORIAL  STATE  PARK. 

At  this  Park  new  boat  docks  and  a  concession  stand  were  built.  A  new  playground  area  was  developed  and  the 
roads  and  parking  areas  were  generally  improved.  New  furniture  was  bought  for  some  of  the  cabins.  Also  at 
Georgia  Veterans  Memorial  State  Park  a  prison  camp  was  constructed  to  house  the  prison  laborers  who  are  build- 
ing the  Safety  Patrol  Training  School  for  Boys.  A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  on  this  project  and 
development  will  continue  during  1952. 

A  part  of  Georgia  Veterans  Memorial  Park  has  been  set  aside  for  a  negro  park  area.  A  pump  house  and  con- 
cession building  has  been  completed.  Playground  equipment  has  been  purchased  and  a  play  field  area  has  been 
graded  and  is  now  ready  for  use. 

CHEHAW  STATE  PARK. 

A  new  storage  and  service  building  was  built  at  this  Park  and  a  new  Superintendent's  home  has  been  substan- 
tially completed.  The  lake  area  has  been  cleared  of  undergrowth  and  dead  trees  and  stumps  have  been  removed. 
All  buildings  have  been  renovated  and  the  grounds  have  been  landscaped. 

WHITE  COUNTY  PARK  AREA. 

The  dam  in  White  County  has  been  completed  except  for  grassing  and  two  swimming  areas  are  being  prepared. 
These  swimming  areas  include  two  docks.  Plans  have  been  completed  for  group  camps  and  ten  temporary 
cabins  are  almost  complete.    Other  facilities  are  under  construction. 

KOLOMOKI  MOUNDS  STATE  PARK. 

Archaeological  excavations  have  been  continuing  and  several  excavations  have  been  completed.  A  museum  exhibit 
has  been  set  up  and  one  cabin  constructed.  A  group  camp  area  is  being  constructed  and  the  kitchen  and  two  bar- 
racks have  been  completed.  Equipment  to  be  used  in  this  area  was  purchased  along  with  other  hard  to  get  ma- 
terials which  will  be  used  for  future  construction. 

A  new  water  system  is  being  added.  The  well  has  already  been  drilled  and  a  pump  and  tank  have  been  purchased. 
A  new  lake  is  being  constructed  and  progress  thus  far  includes  the  cleaning  of  the  basin  and  the  building  of  a 
spillway.   Complete  sanitary  facilities  in  the  picnic  area  and  a  trading  post  have  been  provided. 

LITTLE  OCMULGEE  STATE  PARK. 

Rebuilding  of  the  dam  at  this  Park  has  been  completed.  The  lake  basin  and  swimming  area  has  been  cleaned,  docks 
rebuilt  and  boat  launching  ramps  have  been  prepared.  Also  a  great  deal  of  undercutting,  enlarging  and  general 
ground  improvements  have  been  accomplished. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Lespedeza  has  been  planted  at  almost  all  State  Parks  and  at  some  of  the  Parks  in  South  Georgia  over  400,000 
pine  seedlings  were  planted.  All  lakes  in  the  State  system  were  checked  and  where  recommended,  were  drained 
and  restocked. 

The  Parks  were  publicized  by  radio,  television,  newspapers,  post  cards,  the  distribution  of  maps  and  other  litera- 
ture, and  general  correspondence. 

Plans  are  nearly  completed  for  many  improvements,  including  sanitary  facilities,  parking  and  picnic  areas  and  a 
large  lake  at  Indian  Springs  State  Park. 

Also,  a  prison  crew  is  at  present  cleaning  and  improving  grounds   and   repair, 
Roosevelt  State  Park.
